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The exiLibltion of Work of io^deo Modigliani , Italian, 1884**19i£0 and 
Chaim Soutine, Lithuanian, 1394’'1943» open to the public Januairy 31 through 
March 18 includes 51 oil paintings, 43 drawings, water colors and pastels, and 
8 sculptures by Modigliani} and 67 oiij. paintings by Soutine, it has been assembled 
in cooperation by the Museum of Modem Art in New York and The Cleveland Museum of 
Art, the material borrowed from Museums, Galleries and collectors of the United 
States, France, Italy, England and Brasil. Two Cleveland connoisseurs have lent 
to the show, Leonard C. hanna Ir., his Brace of Pheasants by Soutine, and Ralph M. 
Coe, his Boy with Red Hair, by Modigliani.
